No. 129, dated 7th January 1959.-1 n .exercise ot the powers 
conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, 
the President hereby makes the to] lowing rules regulating 
the recruitment to tlie Milit.it' Engineer Services, Class I, 
namely:— 

R.LLF.S 

1. For the pm pose ol these Rules— 

(a) ‘'Goveiimient” means the Government of India 

(b) "The Commission" means tire Union Public Service 
Coin mission . 

(c) “ The Service" means the Military Engineer Services. 
Class I. pm titulars m tespeu ot with ate given in 
Appendix IV, 

2 A competitive examination for admission to the Services 
shall be held in India at such limes and places as may lac 
prescribed in the Notice issued b\ the Commission. E.vnv 
such Notice will, when possible, announce the number ol 
vacancies to be Idled on the result of the examination 

;i, If the examination held under this part ol these Rules is 
a combined examination tor the purpose of making appoint- 
ments to more than one Sen he or Department the following 
provisions shall apply:— 

(a) Any person may apply to be admitted as a candidate 
fob appointment in all ot any of these Services or Departments 
for which he Is eligible If he wishes to compete for appoint 
■lent in more than one Service or Depaitment, lie shall state 
In his application foini which Services or Departments lye 
wishes to compete tor and the urder of his preference for them, 
and in such case only one application form will he necestarv 
and one payment ol the fees referred to m rule 13 (and 
Appendix III) will he sufficient 

(b) Government shall assign successlul candidates to each 
Service or Department on a consideration of all circumstances 
including any peisonal prefeience expressed by the candidate 

4. A candidate must apply to he admitted to the examination 
before such date, in such maunei and in such form as the 
Commission may prescribe. 

5. A candidate must be cuhci 

(a) a citizen of India, 01 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, 01 

(c) a uetson of Indian oiigin who has migtated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India, or 

(d) a subject oi Nepal ot ol a Pottngtiese 01 foimei Iievub 
possession in India, 

Noie 1.— The appointment oi 1 .iniluhilf m (.iteuonrs u V 
and (d) above will be subject to the issue ol certificates ot 
eligibility in Lhcir favour bv the Government of India, Ipe 
cfei tllicate oi eligllity in tespecl ot candidates belonging to 
category (e) will be valid only for a period oi one year from 
the date of his appointment beyond w'hieh lie would be retain- 
ed in service only if he has become a citizen of India. Certifi- 
cates of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in the case 
of candidates belonging to any one ot the following cate 
gories:— 

(1) Persons who migtated to India from Pakistan before 
the 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily h'-rn residing 
in India since then 


(2) Persons who intgiated to India from Pakistan alter 
the 18th Julv 1948, and have got themselves icgiktered 
as citizens. 

iS) Non-citizens of categories jt) and (dj above who en- 
tered service nuclei the Government or India before 
rhe commencement ot the Constitution, or. , 26th 
January 1056 and who have continued in such service 
since then. Any such persons who re-emeied or may 
reenter suth service with break .diet the 26th Janu- 
ary 1950. will bow'evet, require lvilifacale of eligibility 
in the usual way 

Non 2 — 4 candidate in whose ias t a ceiuhcaie ot eligibility 
is necessary may he admitted to the examination and he may 
also be provisionally appointed subject to the necessary certifi- 
cate being eventually issued in his favour by Government. 

6. (a) No male candidate who has mote than one wife 
living shall be eligible fot appointment to any of the seivices 
appointments to which are made on the lesults of this com- 
petitive examination unless the Government of India after 
being satisfied that theie aie special grounds foi doing so, 
exempt any inulc candidate from the opeiation of this tulo. 

(by No female candidate who has mauled a pcison having 
already a wife living shall be eligible lot appointment to any 
Of rhe services appointments to which are made on the 
irsults Ot this competitive examination Unless the Government 
ot ImLIi after being satisfied that there ate special grounds for

This concession will not. however, be admissible to a 
randidatr who has already appeared at ten previous 
examinations or in the case oi those employed under 
the Engineer-in-Chtef. Army Headquarters, at twelve

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(iv) Upto a maximum of 3 yean if a candidate is a 
resident of the former flench .Settlements which hare- 
now become part of India lias been receiving liis 
education through the medium ol French. 

(v) Upto a maximum of 4 years if a < andidate belongs 
to the Andaman anil Nicobar Islands. 

(b) On the date prescribed by the Commission in their 
Notice of the Examination Issued under Rule 2, a candidate 
for the Electrical and Mechanical Cadre must have attained 
the age of 20 and must not have attained the age of 25, pro- 
vided that the upper age limit of 25 will be relaxable upto 
30 in the case of candidates who aie permanently employed 
under the Engineer-in-Chief, Army Heaclquailers, or who were 
continuously in temporary service under the Engineer-in-Chiet, 
Aimy Headquarters, for at least 3 years, or who weie williin 
the above specified age-limits on the date of their employment 
under the Engineer-in-Chief, Army Headquarters, such re- 
laxation being limited to three examinations only.

V.B.— Candidates who aie admitted to the examination undei

ft A candidate must .satisfy the Commission that lus 
character is slu It as to make him suitable for appointment to 
tile Soivne. 

10. A candidate must have — 

(a) obtained a degicc in Engineering flora a University in- 
corporated by an Act of the Central or of a State 
Legislature in India; or 

(b) passed Sections A and B of the Associate Membership 
Examination of the Institution of Engineeis (India) 
or have any other educational qualifications excepting, 
in the case of the Buildings and Roads Cadre, a B.E.. 
degree (Tele-communication) warded by Indian 
Universities recognised by that institution as exempting 
from passing these sections; or 

(c) obtained an engineering degree of one of the Univer- 
sities mentioneci in Appendix I under the conditions 
prescribed in that Appendix; or 

(d) passed the Honours Diploma examination in Civil, 
Mechanical or Electrical Engineering of the Lough- 
borough College, 1 eicrsfershire, provided the candidate 
has passed the common preliminary examination or 
has been exempted therefrom; or 

(e) obtained the B.E. (Telecommunications) degice of an 
Indian University (Applicable to Mechanical and 
Electrical Cadre only). 

Note I.— In exceptional rases the Commission may treat as 
a qualified candidate, a candidate who, though he has not all 
or any of the qualifications prescribed in this rule, has passed 
examinations conducted by othrr institutions of a standard 
which in the opinion of the Commission justifies his admission 
lo the examination 


Norr II.— Candidates who have appealed at an evaniinalion 
the passing of which would lendei them eligible lo appear 
at tills examination, but have not been informed of the result, 
may apply for admission to the examination, Candidates who 
intend to appear at such qualifying examination may also 
apply, provided that the qualifying examination Is lompleted 
before the commencement of this examination, Their appli- 
cations will be accepted provisionally and they will be required 
to furnish proof of having passed the examination as .soon as 
possible and in any case not later than two months after the 
commencement of this examination. 

10. No candidate shall be admitted lo the Examination unless 
lie holds a certificale of admission from the Commission. 

The derison of the Commission as lo (he eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall lie final, 

11. A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false or suppressing material information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
Otherwise resorLing to any other Irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination will, in addition 
to rendering himself liable lo a criminal piosecution be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period- 

fa) by Lhe Commission from admission to any examination 
or appearante at any interview held by the Com- 
mission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government fiom employment under 
the Government 

1!. No recommendations except those required in the form 
of application shall he taken into consideration. Any attempt 
on the pail of a candidate to obtain support for his candi- 
datme by other means may disqualify him for admission. 

IS. Candidates must pay such examination fees as Govern- 
ment may piesciibe (see Appendix III), No claim for a re- 
fund ot any of rhCse fees will be entertained nor can they be 
held m reserve for jiiv ntliei examination or selection. 

H. Examinations under these Rules shall be conducted by 
the Commission in the manner prescribed in the regulations 
which form Appendix II to these Rules. 

15. (a) After eveiy examination the Commission .shall make 
-i list of the candidates in order of their merit as disclosed 
bv the aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate, and 
in that order so manv candidates up to the number of un- 
icseivcd vacancies announced under rule 2 above, as are found 
bv the Commission lo be qualified bv the examination and 
are considered bv Government or the appointing aurhoriLv 
as the case maV be to he suitable in all other lespccts, shall 
he appointed. 

(b) Appointments to vacancies to be filled by members of 
a paiticular community or communities shall be made by 
Government or the appointing authority as thr case may be, 
in the order of merit of the candidates belonging to the 
particular rommunity or communities, provided thev have 
qualified in the examination and are in all respects suitable 
for employment in the service. 

(c) Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government arc satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary that the candidate Is suitable In 
all respects for appointment to the public Service. 

1(>. \ candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical deFect likelv to interfere with the 
discharge of his ditties as an officer of the Service. A candi- 
date who (after such physical examination as Government 
or the appointing authority, as the case may be, may prescribe) 
is found not lo satisfy those lcmiircracnts will not be appoint- 
ed. Only candidates who are likely to be considered for 
appointment will be physically examined- 

In order to prevent disappointment candidates are advisrd 
to have themselves examined by a Government medical officer 
of fhe standing ot a Civil Surgeon, before applying for ad- 
mission Lo the examination. Particulars of the nature of the 
physical lest to which candidates will be submitted before 
appointment and of the standard required can be had from 
rhe Commission.

This amount should be paid to the Commission by Money 
Older. Local candidates, however, may pay cash at 
the counter. The Commission will not accept pay- 
ment made otherwise. 

(ii) Rs. 81:50 (Rs. 19 :G 2 in the case ot candidates belong- 
ing to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) with 
the completed application form. 

This amount should be paid by means of Treasury Receipt 
or CROSSED Indian Postal Orders payable to Secre- 
taiy. Union Public Service Commission. The Com- 
mission will not accepL payment made otherwise. 

(b) To tlie Medical Board: — 

Rs. 10 /- bcEore examination bv a Medical Hoard, if 
selected for appointment. 

This amount should be paid In cash to the Medical 
Board concerned at the time of the Medical examina- 
tion. 

2 . Once an application has been consideicd by the Com- 
mission and the decision communicated to the candidate, no 
claim from the candidate for a refund of the fee paid by him 
to the Commission will he entertained nor can this lec 
be held In reserve for any oilier examination or selection. If, 
however, a candidate is not admitted 10 the examination by 
the Commission, a refund of Rs. 7 a/- (Rs, 18:75 in the case 
of candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Ttibes) will be made in him. 

a. The Commission may at ihcn discretion remit the pres 
cribcd fee whefre they arc satisfied that the applicant is a 
bona fide displaced person fiom Pakistan or from the unllbc- 
rated areas of Jammu and Kashmir and is not in a position 
to pay the prescribed fee. The fee of Re. 1 however, must 
be paid even by a displaced person when asking the Com- 
mission for fonn nod this amount will be refundable to him 
it, on receipt ol his application, his claim to be a displaced 
person is accepted bv the Commission and his fee is remitted.
